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YESTERDAY'S ELONGATEDS by Lee Martin TEC #129 

Beaumont, Calif. 

Alibis, alibis and more alibis, that must be what many members 
of TEC are thinking when they read continued delay reports eminating 
from the Beaumont, California office. The book by Lee Martin and 
Dottie Dow is not on the marketplace despite previous promises to 
have it ready by last August and recently by December 31, 1977. The 
fault is all Lee Martin's with a very unwelcome assist from Mother 
Nature. 

The A.N.A. convention in August lost that month as a period of 
work. In September Lee bent over to pick something up, very light 
in weight and found to his shock and pain that he could not straight¬ 
en up. If any of you have had this type of problem you know it re¬ 
sembles a toothache on a massive scale. Fortunately the episode 
passed but the delay lost September as a time for productive work. 
In October Lee's job as Advertising Director of COINage Magazine 
took over. It was time to sell the Christmas edition. November was 
equally frustrating because the "Coin Collector's Yearbook" an an¬ 
nual release demanded extra work and the book once more was bypassed. 
And then, it was December with its personal problems of buying 
Christmas gifts and writing to accounts. In summing up these were 
the reasons for letting the book sit idly by while time flew past. 

Because of the certainty that elongated collectors were growing 
disenchanted with the project, Lee contacted several students of the 
hobby and offered to forward all data compiled plus photos, etc. if 
an individual would take over the book and complete it. (Providing 
Dottie would O.K. the project.) Lee gladly offered the material 
without asking for recompense despite a substantial investment to 
this point. Lee reports that not one said no. In fact, not one re¬ 
plied to the idea and the book remained Lee's to complete. So with 
this as a background, the book "Yesterday's Elongateds" will con¬ 
tinue to be assembled and collectors are asked to forward data about 
unlisteds made prior to 1965. But no date for completion will be 
announced. Someday, hopefully in 1978, letters will be written to 
those who have asked to be contacted when the Library Issue is ready. 

Now to elaborate on some of the problems involved. A large num¬ 
ber of aluminum foil rubbings received defy photographic reproduc¬ 
tion. Quality is poor or the original coin lacked height. Orders for 
the book remain minimal, cooperation in pricing elongateds is prac¬ 
tically nil. (Exactly three collectors went to the trouble of list¬ 
ing prices paid for coins). Other barriers to swift completion in¬ 
clude a lack of cooperation by some hobbyists who have unlisteds but 
on the credit side of the ledger are those who have gone all out to 
assist. A pat on the back goes to Alan Weinberg, Gus Meccarello,Dick 
Townsend, Paul Koppenhaver and others who have helped with in-depth 
information. Milton Heitman, Lloyd Wagaman and Bob Calander either 
have aided or have offered to help. The list is long and it is a 
shame that all cannot be mentioned at this time but the book will 
have a "thank you" page where hopefully credit in full will be given. 
Dottie Dow, of course continues to play a major part in the revision 
with pricing and foil assistance. All in all, the book is slowly 
taking shape but the accent remains on the word SLOWLY. 

This is a last call for listing your name if you are interested 
in YESTERDAY'S ELONGATEDS.

lBeing that I had only seen one "doll" elongated 
jHMr coin, we thought it a great idea to have one 

made. So, we first looked through some Kewpie 
books to find a suitable picture for our first 
Kewpie Koin. We decided on one that shows a 
Kewpie in a kicking pose, consequently we called it our "KICK-OFF 
KOIH". Each year we plan to have one made showing a Kewpie in a dif¬ 
ferent pose. 

Our Kewpie elongated coins were made by Bob Luehtman, of Steam¬ 
boat, Nevada. He also produced our "old store card" and the North 
Bay Coin Club ones for me in 1969. This is our third elongated coin 
made for us. The only other elongated coin (that I had anything to 
do with) are the TEC 10th anniversary coin that John Spadone had al¬ 
so made with ten other names of TEC members on this coin. This was 
made for those that had their names on the elongated coin. When Lee 
Martin, from southern California was producing elongated coins, I 
played the role in suggesting the Raggedy Ann & Andy elongated coin, 
plus the Teddy Bear coin and the twenty-one California Missions coin. 

When making this coin one of our biggest problems was, finding 
the 1977 pennies, (as this was in early March). We had 200 made on 
1977-D pennies and 21 made on silver dimes. The silver dimes were 
sold the evening previously to the doll show, at a Kewpie doll col¬ 
lectors get-together. Surprising how many people had never seen or 
had heard of an elongated coin. They would look the coin over, no¬ 
tice Abe Lincoln, the date, and all the details and then would ask, 
"how was the coin made"? We would try to explain briefly and simply 
the method in making the elongated coins. 

Through our opportunity of selling the coins, at the Fresno's 
Kewpie Convention, we were able to introduce many people to elonga¬ 
ted coins.

August 20, 1977, Saturday

The Pan American 1901 elongated cent showing the building, the 
"Electric Tower", is similar to the replica on display in the Histor¬ 
ical building in Buffalo, New York which incidently was the home of 
the Pan American Exposition. This is a beautiful model built to 
scale of this original building and worthy of the time and effort to 
view it in the Buffalo area. 

Peter Carmel #712 writes in the October issue of TEC NEWS about 
needing a book such as Lee Martin and Dottie Dow's. How right he is, 
I've come across quite a few elongated coins (if genuine) that area 
dealers in coins have been selling at coin shows. The prices in my 
opinion are too unrealistic. Without reference to authenticate or 
establish a fair price I examine the elongated coins, but do not buy. 
I've seen 1893 Columbians, 1901 Pan Americans, Chicago and New York 
World's Fair elongated coins. However before I pay $7 - $18 asking 
price, I want to be sure they are original and that the price is 
in line. 

Referring back to Mr. Carmel again. If rollers and dealers would 
keep their prices in line, it would be a boom to collectors. 

Rollers would find their sales increasing. Any dealer reading 
this article that I've purchased from need only to check his records 
to see that I buy more when the price is low. I imagine there are a 
few others who do likewise. There are exceptions however where roll¬ 
ers efforts are worth considerably more. For example, Lloyd Wagamans 
beautiful calendar coin (which I would not part with for a 50056 pro¬ 
fit) or Bob Luchtmans beautiful photo elongated coins that I've pur¬ 
chased when I first started collecting four years ago. There are 
many more rollers that deserve a good premium on some of their work, 
but by no means on all that they produce. Keep the price down but 
make a larger mintage. As more collectors discover this facinating 
hobby, the dealer roller will find that their larger run won't be 
adequate anyhow. Results, more sales, insufficient supplies, great¬ 
er demand. 

Also what prevents dealer-rollers from selling at discount in 
3 or 5 or 10 lot sales of the same elongated coin. This talk about 
stimulating trade between fellow collectors is all fine and dandy 
but just how does one accumulate extra trading material. Most of us, 

I think, only buy one of each elongated coin that they are interest¬ 
ed in. Who can afford more at some of the prices asked and with the 
large amount of elongated coins being turned out by some rollers. 
Presently I doubt if there are more than a handful of TEC members 
with a significant number of extras to trade, outside of a dealer 
that is. 

Answer to A. Rosato's article about his book in the October TEC 
NEWS. Mr. Rosato, I'm sure that when your book is published and when 
copies start filtering out into the hobby mainstream, you will find 
sales most gratifying. Likewise to Mr. Martin with his book. There 
is a need for both of your books and I'm sure there is a demand that 
will be much greater once they appear on the market. I dare to say 
that Dottie D6w wishes that she had a larger printing of her book. 
I've never had the pleasure to see her book, but would purchase one 
right now if one was available and the price was reasonable. Last I 
heard Dottie Dow's book was offered at $75.00 in one auction that 
Spadone had in 1975. So we do need a new book now.

I dare to 
say that there are many elongated collectors that would be more than 
willing to purchase a full set of plans showing the specifications 
of the parts and the step by step assembly of a completed unit, if 
any were available. 

Unpractical for the editor to handle this extra work? I'd say 
so. However if a volunteer is needed to handle the distribution and 
printing of the plans put me on top of the list and if approved by 
the President I'll personally see about the printing and distribu¬ 
tion to any member that wants one. The officers can set the price on 
the plans and any profit over cost will be turned over to the TEC 
treasury. 

Question???? How do you flatten out your elongated coins so 
that they lay flat in the holders without curling up? Here's what I 
do. Put the elongated coin between two pieces of wood large enough 
to cover it completely, insert between the jaws of a bench vise and 
tighten securely. Hold for a few minutes, then release. Viola! Flat. 
There are other methods. To each his own. Some people put the coins 
on the railroad tracks and wait for the 5:45 local to come along, 
however I personally feel that this alters their appearance somewhat. 
Then too there is always the possibility of a derailment considering 
that some of the newer elongated coins are shaped like a crescent 
moon you'd swear they were made of spring steel. 

Color me happy about the news that the House of Elongateds is 
back in business. The former owners made many excellent elongated 
coins and had many novel ideas. For example, the series on the 
"California Missions". Also their five Golda Meir elongated coins 
made on coins of Israel. There were many other sets just as appeal¬ 
ing and I'll be looking forward to their offering both old and new. 

For the record. As of this day in 1977 I've tried collecting 
just about everything collectable during my lifetime, yet I find be¬ 
yond a doubt that collecting elongated coins hold more interest and 
fascination than most all the hobbies.

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THE MORROW CASTLE ELONGATED COIN by Bob Mitchell TEC #492 

Silver Springs, Md. 

Post cards, capped cents and elongated pennies 
remind us of the tragic fire that claimed the lives 
of the 134 persons off the coast of Asbury Park, New 
Jersey in 1934. 

The elongated coin souvenir is known to most of 
us as the Dow #N.J./a.p.-t. There is another variety 
listed by Bob Callander as N.Ja.p-la. This variety is similar ex¬ 
cept for minor differences in letter positions, and a pier which 
shows above the waterline to the right. 

The Morro Castle was built in 1930. It was a steel-hulled 
electrically powered ship and was fitted with every safety device 
then available. 

On September 7th, 1934, the Ward Line cruiser Morro Castle was 
enroute to New York after a successful trip to Havana with a company 
of Labor Day excursionists. The night before had seen the ships 
captain suffer sudden stomach pains which caused his death within an 
hour. The chief officer assumed command of the ship. At 2:15 a.m. 
on the 8th, the Morro Castle was approaching New Jersey and was keep¬ 
ing to her time schedule, however,things were far from smooth below. 
A small fire had broken out in the passengers library and writing 
romm. Several of the sailors tried to put the fire out themselves 
before notifying the captain. The smoke silently crept along the 
deck corridors. Although the Morro Castle had modem fireproofing 
systems, somehow no general alarm sounded. Perhaps the captain 
thought the crew would gain control of the fire and the ship would 
continue on her course at full speed. About 3:00 a.m. the passen¬ 
gers began to get alarmed. There was still no official word to man 
the life boats. The fire on the ship could be seen above the waves 
by nearby ships and they began to converge on the Morro Castle. By 
now the passengers were jumping overboard to escape from the blaze. 
Finally at 3:20 a.m. the radio operator sent out the S.O.S. message. 
Rescue ships picked up passengers from the water and some people 
reached the shore exhausted. There were 414 survivors and 134 lost 
their lives. 

Later an attempt was made to tow the hulk to New York harbor 
but that failed. Rough seas caused the tow line to break and the 
Morro Castle came to rest just 100 feet from the Convention Hall on 
the shore of Asbury Park. Thousands of people viewed the burned-out 
ship and many of them took away chips of the blistered paint, that 
had washed ashore as souvenirs. It remained a tourist attraction for 
months, with visitors buying tickets to get a closer look. It was 
finally towed to Baltimore in March 1935 and used for scrap.
